Additional Backup Information 
 
On June 9, 2016, the City Council passed Resolution No. 20160609-049 initiating a code amendment to “remove 
Section 25-2-1052 (A)(2) from the City Code, thus requiring properties within the historic landmark (H) or historic 
area (HD) combining district to comply with the City’s compatibility standards.” 
 
The proposed amendment would subject properties with H or HD combining district zoning to compatibility 
standards of Chapter 25-2 of the Land Development Code; under the current code H and HD zoned properties are 
exempt.
